I HAVE the honour to inform you that the Bill for the appointmont of an 
Amorican road engineer in replacement of Mr. Mitchell, who is returning to tho United 
States on tho expiration of his contract, was presented to the Majlis by, the Minister of 
Public Works on the 10th Juue last. Mr, Hadow, in his despatch No, 0.1". (B) 54, datad 
the 2nd’ April, 1195, laid stress on the importance which Dr. Millspaugh attaches, to 
this appointaient, to which a considerable opposition was munifested by the Deputies, 
however. The lator eventually refused to vote on the Bil, whicl will be brought up 
again in the near future; the Government, in the meantime, may be ablo to smooth 
Gown the Opposition. The chief grounds for opposition seems to have been economy, 
it being objected that whereas the Government wished to contract for an Amorican 
engineer at a salary of 1,000 tomaus « month, « German specialist could be found at 
half that price. It is difficult to judge to wliat a degree German propaganda aud the

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desire that other Departments besides that for finance should not become a happy 
hunting ground for American overseers played a part, one speaker suggesting that au 
Anterican was being contracted for because the fashion ruling at present was for 
Americans. ‘The objection founded on reasons of economy seeins to be justified, but 
thers is also much to be said for the arguments of the Government and its supporters 
that there wonld be a better chance of foreign capital being attracted to Persia were an 
American rather than a German employed for the roails, and for the suggestion that 
there would be in that case better co-operation between the experts in Government 
service, 

2, Bat, unfortunately for the success of the Bill, the Minister of Pablic Works 
went so far ae to hint that Dr. Millspaugh would be more likely to view with favour 
the schomes of an American engineer, which tactless remark made the Deputies cry at 
‘American hegemony. 

4, In the course of the debate the Minister for Public Works did not hesitate to 
declare that roads wore oven more necossary than railways for the country, which is 
significant in view of the opposition during the readings of the Sugar and ‘va 
Monopoly Bill to a clanse that the revenue accruing from tho enforcement of this 
monopoly shoul he applied to the construction of both roads and railways, so much 50, 
that eventually: it, was stipulated that a special fund for railways alone would be formed 
(as was reported in my despatch No. 311 dated tho (th Jno Inst). ‘This statement on 
the part of the Minister of Public Works doos but confirm Colonel MacCormack's 
assertion made to the acting commercial secretary recently in private conversation, 
it was unthinkable that the Government shoull! undertake the building of a railway 
oforo the country liad beon opened ont by w notwork of metallod roads. 

4. Pho same Minister also declared that the intentions of the Government were to 
cwploy Amorican onginoers for railway construction, but that these engineers could 
iol be expected to start operations before three or four years owing. to the preliminary 
xurvoys that would bu necessary. Tt sooms, however, that public opinion will force the 
Government to start construction on the Mohammerah-Khuramabad—Tohran route 
whon the rovenue for tho first year following the enactment of the Monopoly Bill 
montionod above his beow computed, that is to say, in May of nest year or shortly 
‘Mvorqaids ihe frst aeelion will prosumaubly. be tio’ MohammerahDieful section 
Which was surveyed by tho Persian Railway Syndicate who have kept the data secrot, 
aud for which tho Persian Government will probably maken bid in the uear fature.

The Act regarding Monopolistic Concessions, submitted to the Majlis on

Article 1. All firmans regarding grants of monopolistic concessions whieh have 
not been put into operation by their holders up to. the Ist Karvardin, 1904 
(2ist March, 1925), are hereby’ declared null and. void.

exceed fifty years from the date of issue of firman.

I told him that Sir Arnold 
had ‘informed me through His Majesty's vice-consul at Mohammerah that he had 
understood that the officer commanding troops was well satisfied with his interview 
with tho administrative inspector ab Basra, that he himself had formed the opinion on 
what he had heard there that an incursion from Trak was unlikely, that it had, therefore, 
not occurred to him to discuss with the officer commanding troops the question of 
armed assistance, and that when the attack occurred there was no posibility of doing 
s0 owing to the severance of communications, 

8, "Phe Prime Minister appeared to be satisfied with this explanation of the reason 
Why {he Persian authovitice lad ‘not beou consulted eloro tho casstance of Bria 
armed forces was demanded, but received with some appearance of incredulity the 
stitement that Sir Arnold Wilson had satisfied himself at Basra of the unlikehthood 
of an ineursion from Trak. He had cotielusive evidence that Arabs from Trak had been

tranygressions on Trak territory of hig troops had reached him (copies of my letters to 
the Primo Minister were forwarded with my despatch No, 421 of the Ist August, 1925), 
‘indyalthongh extremely grataful to me for having addressed him directly and privately, 
ie hud boot unable to resist: the suspicion that the fast that tho Irak Goyerament had 
suon fit to make these complaints at a time when the situation was still by no means 
clear to him was not evidenco. of «friendly spirit, He welcomed my suggestion that 
the matter should be settled directly between us without haying réoourse to olficial 
representations, If it became the subject of official demands he would be forced to 
complain of the participation of persons from Trak territory. He concurred in my 
pereonal muggestion that a joint commision night, by wsnfl to slr up oubeil points 
‘and assexs compensation for damage done in Trak territory. : 

1, Referring to the causes of the outbreak, the Prinie Minister said they were still 
obscure, He was convinced that it had not originated with the Arabs themselves and 
that there was *sotieone higher” He bad tad the information, part of which 1 
communicated to you in’ my. telegrams No. 215 of the 80th July and No. 280 of the 
4th August, that rising OF three tribes on a big scale had been plotted with an 
ambitious plan of operations. In his opinion it was very unlikely that a plot of this 
magaitude had been conceived by the Arabs without outside instigation, He was 
jnolined to agree that. the sitution bore many resemblances to that of last, autumn, and 
that the sume influences seemed to be at work, trying to embroil the British and Persian 
Governments, He would spare no effort to discover the real instizators.

In order to 
injure British interests at the same time he had told the Arabs that the only effective 
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way of ridding themselves of Persian domination was to. compel the British to oeeupy 
the province with troops, and that the surest way to bring this about was to damage 
property of the Anglo-Pensian Oil Company. ‘The fist part of this information the 
e Minister had already had, and he bad, he said, decided to remove him fom that 
area, The latter part of the information was new to him, and he appeared to be much 
impressed by it, But he was convinced that there wore other influences at work. He

1 HAVE the hiouour to inforin you, with reference to your despatches No. 411 
of the 2uth August aud No, 414 of the same date, that Sir Sefton Brancker arrived 
hore by aeroplane on the 16th instant, He left again at dawn this morning for 
Bagdad. ‘The intervening week hus been one of busy negotiation with the Persian 
Government in regard to the establishment of the air route from Egypt to India 
by way of the Persian Gulf, and I am glad to say that, as stated in my telegram 
No, 277 of to-day, a satisfactory agreement in priticiple has been reached. 

2 It proved to be extremely advantageous that the memorandum explaining 
broadly the character and object of the British proposals in this eonnection, copy 
of which was enclosed in my despatch No, 309 of the 17th July last, should have 
been for several weeks in the possession of the Persian Government, for they had 
thus been able to’ study these proposals attentively and make up their minds in 
‘egurd to the proper atlitide to adopt. Up to the inoment of Sir Sefton Brancker's 
arrival 1 hind not been able to elicit any definite. statement from the Persian 
Government:in regard to their conclusions, but I had some reason to hope that the 
proposils would not be unfayourably entertained, and that there was ad 
{appreciate the advantages which the establishment of this international 
offered Persia. In the afternoon of the 15th Sept Sir Sefton and 1 started 
the negotiations with the Minister for Foreign Affairs, and ascertained from 

is Lixcellency that the Persian Air Commission, « body drawn from the Ministry 

for Formign Affairs aud the Ministry for War, was in’ principle favourable to the 
proposils, provided that certain matters of detail could be satisfactorily arranged. 
The next step was to disouss these matters of detail with Hassan Khan Mushix 
and the Foreign Office member of the commission, Anoshirvan Khan. 

3. Lt appeated clearly from this conversation that the Persian Government had 
carefully examined their duties as signatories of the International Air Convention 
‘nd. were firmly resolved to carry out those duties t the best of their ability; thus 
no dilliculty arose in regard to Persia accepting responsibility for aerodromes and 
landing grounds, ‘They pointed out, however, that the question of expense in 
iuaking dud equipping these tou ofganisations was a dificult one, und welcomed 
the stiggestion that the British enterprise should come to thet assistance in that 
regard tind should offer expert advice in regard to the sites best suited for the ground 
organisations contemplated, hind i possible difficulties in connection 
with the wireless installations necessary for the proper operation of the airway 
Persian territory, but none of any ‘acter was encountered at this stage;

Tn these 
circumstances the sudden and unexpected announcement of His Majesty's resolve 
to sal from Marseilles on the 2nd October came as aomowhiat of a bonibabell, Failing 
that announcement, T think that Reza Khan would have been content to leave matters 
where they stood; in the presence of the announcement he evidently made up his 
mind that the issue must be raised again.

Report on Persia’ regarding Persian Baluchistan. As consul for 
Baluchistan” I was recently approached in this connection by the Government of 
Tadia (Army Departanen through the military ataché in ‘Tehran; and 1 had to 
represent to the Political Resident in the Persian Gulf that I was not in a position 
to supply accurate information about this remote part of my consular area, but 
that other consular and political officers were in relatively closer touch with 
Geogrnphically and politically. At the same time, the Persian authorities in 
Kerman, civil and military, have no knowledge of and no vestige of authority over 
the Sarhad, which is now, and will probably remain for some time, under the military 
control of the army in Seistan. Yrom every. practieal point of view the Sarhad is 
in Seistan not Kerman, and liaison between British and Persian officials as regards 
affairs of joint interest in that region can be effectively carried out only in Seistan 
or Duzdap which is actually within the Sarhad and where we tiow have a 
Vice-consttate 

‘The present position is anomalous aud unsatisfactory from the point of view 
of this consulate, and T hope that the Government of India and His Majesty's 
Government will agree to a realignment of consular boundaries. 

Apparently. the boundary between the Seistan and. Kerman consulates used to 
follow a rough line trom Deh Salmi (north of the Tut) through the Balangan Kuh 
to Kuh Malik Siah (vide Colonel Prideans's telegram No. 208 of the Sth April, 1925). 
According, to that line the country p falls within 
the Kerman consulite area—Dahina Baghi being four difficult days’ motoring from 
Kerman and four hours’ easy motoring trom Duzdap, If the Sarhad is separated 
from the Kerman consulate, the natural north-eastern boundary of the Kerman 
consilate would seem to be the Lat and the “Kerman Desert” south of the Lut

equally irksome to the Trak Government. Shortly afterwards, some of the most 
important lima of Irak also sought voluntary exile in Persia, partly out of 
sympathy: for Khalisgeh, but more by reason af t sity which they appeared to

J. ‘The story.of their exile in Persia, how soon they lost their sympathy: for
